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Student Enrollment 


This year Old Bethany has the largest enrollment in her 
long history. The total matriculations for the year is 409. 
Here is the summary for the last few years:

An analytical study of student persistence is being made 
at the present time. The average for Bethany is above 
that of the liberal arts colleges of the country. 


Student Quality 


The increase in enrollment for the last five years has been 
matched by a more rigid selective procedure. Only stu- 
dents from the upper half of high school classes are admit- 
ted. The median of scores on the scholastic aptitude tests 
as given to Bethany freshmen have been above the median 
for all of the college students tested in the same way. The 
test used is the American Council on Education Psycholog- 
ical Examination. The freshman class average this year 
was above 60 percent of all the college students tested in 
all parts of the country. 


Student Housing 


The college has made real progress in the matter of 
housing for college women. At the present time all 
women at the college except those belonging to one sorority 
live in college owned and operated dormitories. The col- 
lege has adequate accommodations in these dormitories 
and in one privately owned house for 204 young women. 
The Board of Trustees have approved an enrollment of 200 
women as the desirable enrollment for Bethany. As men- 
tioned elsewhere in this bulletin the total number of 
women enrolled at Bethany this year in 206. This in- 
cludes those who live in the village. 

It has not been possible to make so much progress in 
connection with housing for men. Cochran Hall will 
accommodate 86 men and the five fraternity houses a 
maximum of 76. There are a number of men in Bethany 
who find accommodations with private families. The 
trustees have approved a program looking to the enrollment 
of 300 men as soon as adequate facilities are available. The 
number of men enrolled at Bethany this year is 203. 


Increased housing for men is one of the important needs 
of the college today. It is one of the items listed among 
Bethany’s needs in connection with the Centennial Cam- 
paign. The present enrollment of men students taxes the 
capacity of the housing facilities now available and the 
solution of this problem in essential to the development 
of Bethany College. 


Faculty Welfare 


Provision has been made for faculty members to enjoy 
sabbatic leave for one semester each seven years. Those 
who have had the privilege of this have been: Professors 
F. R. Gay, Osborne Booth, Pearl Mahaffey, E. E. Roberts 
and W. J. Sumpstine. 


A retirement program for permanent members of the 
faculty has been set up which will allow faculty members 
to retire at age 65 or 70. It is a contributing program. 
The following members of the faculty have retired—by 
their own election—during the last five years: Professors 
J. C. Moos, Anna R. Bourne, H. N. Miller, and E. Lee 
Perry. 


Each year the faculty members elect one of their own 
number to sit in the meetings of the Board of Trustees. 
The faculty representative attends all Board meetings and 
all meetings of the Executive Committee. He examines 
the budget, the audit, and all business affairs of the Col- 
lege. No action of the Board is taken without giving him 
an opportunity to speak in behalf of the faculty. The 
representative this past year was Professor R. H. Eliassen. 


Curriculum 


The curriculum of the college has been enriched and 
strengthened by adding new courses, developing library 
and laboratory centered teaching, and by a re-examination 
of departmental objectives. Major or minor work is offer- 
ed in all of the usual departments of the liberal arts and 
sciences. Departments offering strong major work include:

Report of Officers 


Each year annual reports from the various officers of 
the college together with a summary of the financial audit 
is mimeographed. These reports are sent to all members 
of the faculty and to all members of the Board of Trustees 
in bound form. Copies are always available in the college 
library and interested alumni will be furnished copies upon 
request. 


The reports give detailed information regarding the 
educational program, the financial. status (income, ex- 
penditures, assets and indebtedness), and the general stand- 
ing of the college at the close of each year. 
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Administration 


Certain changes have been effected in the administration 
of the college to provide for more effective work and for 
the new problems that are presented by a progressive pro- 
gram in higher education. B. R. Weimer, who is head of 
the Department of Biology, serves as Dean of the Faculty. 
He handles this work in addition to a heavy teaching 
load. W. Kirk Woolery, who carries a full time load as 
Head of the Department of History and Political Science, 
is Provost and thus shares as an administrative officer in the 
educational development of the college. As Dean of Per- 
sonnel, Forrest H. Kirkpatrick has the major responsibility 
for matters related to testing, records, student welfare 
and guidance. About one third of his time is devoted to 
instructional work in the Department of Education. Our 
program of student personnel and guidance has brought 
national recognition to Bethany. The supervision and 
development of matters related to college women are 
cared for by Miss Florence M. Hoagland, Professor of 
English and Miss Margaret E. Carrigan, Head of Residence. 
Both Miss Hoagland and Miss Carrigan carry heavy in- 
structional work in the Depatment of English. 

The financial and business affairs of the college are 
handled by N. W. Evans, Bursar. Part of this work and 
the direction of the alumni activities are cared for by 
George C. Hettler, Executive Secretary. More vigorous 
alumni activities have been inaugurated under his direction. 

The responsibility of the president of the college reaches 
into all channels but his chief concerns have to do with 
the college investments and properties, the constant re- 
study of educational procedures and plans for improve- 
ment, the recruitment and development of strong faculty, 
and the enlistment of support and interest on the part of 
alumni and friends. 


Accreditment 

In every review of our standards and educational pro- 
gram the college has passed with full approval. Bethany 
enjoys full accreditment and credits earned here can be 
transferred to any institution of like standards in the 
country. 

Within the last few years the Association of American 
Universities and the North Central Association have stud- 
ied the college as a part of their regular procedure. There 
has been favorable action in every instance. 


Endowment and Financial 
Resources 


During the past five years there have been substantial 
increases in the financial resources of the college. Large 
bequests from the M. M. Cochran estate and the E. M. 
Rine estate have come to the college. The book value of 
the endowment was $2,260,000 at the close of the year’s 
audit June 30, 1939. 

The endowments of the college were seriously effected 
by the depression, but they have participated in the re- 
covery that has followed. The market value of endow- 
ments held in 1932 has increased more than one-quarter 
of a million dollars in the past eight years. 


Placement of Students 


Eighty-six percent of the students who graduated from 
Bethany College in the last three years have been success- 
fully reported in various activities and occupations, accord- 
ing to a report made by Dean F. H. Kirkpatrick this 
month. 


The report further revealed that three major fields 
absorbed two-thirds of those graduates of 1936, 1937, and 
1938. These fields were graduate or professional study, 
business and industry, and teaching. 


Peak placement year was 1938, when 92 percent of the 
graduates were placed. Placement in the other years sur- 
veyed amounted to 88 percent in 1939, and 74 percent in 
1937. The number of graduates unemployed or unheard 
of for the three year period amounted to 25 percent in 
1937, 9. percent ingl93 8, and. | 2; percent-1nel 939. 


Of the 160 graduates summarized, business and industry 
accounted for the largest group, taking 23 percent in 
19375523 percent:in 1.938, and )3 Ie percent 19193908 Grad- 
uate and professional study drew heavily on each of the 
three classes, taking 15 percent in 1937, 20 percent in 
1938; and) 23 percent in 1939. 


Other occupations into which Bethany graduates entered 
included library work, social service, laboratory work and 
the Christian ministry. Eight percent of last year’s grad- 
uates entered the ministry. 


The decline of the percentage of graduates entering the 
teaching profession in 1939 was balanced by an increase 
in the graduates entering business and industry. Whether 
improved business conditions accounted for this change 
is problematical. 


Marriage rate was highest for the class of 1937, out of 
college the longest. Taking into account only the women 
graduates who have married, 11 percent of this class have 
entered matrimony. This ratio decreased to 3 percent 
for the other two years. 


Bethany College Farm 


The Bethany College Farm is now operating the Alex- 
ander Campbell Farm, the Parkinson Farm, and the Point 
Breeze Farm, a total acreage of 960 acres. Last year the 
farm operated at a substantial profit. This is the first time 
the farm has ever been operated without charge to the 
college current expense budget. Current operations are 
running ahead of last year in spite of considerable increases 
to plant and equipment. The farm furnishes Grade A 
milk to the college and community. 


Ministerial Training 


In recent years the enrollment of students studying for 
the ministry has been approximately 10 % of the total men 
enrolled in the college. This year there are 23 ministerial 
students, 7 of them members of the present freshman 
class. Three young women are in this group. These are 
fine young people with genuine promise and high ideals 
of service. 
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Scholarships at Bethany College 
For 1940-41 


Regional Scholarships Awarded on Recommendation of 
Alumni. 

Bethany College announces ten (10) regional Alumni 
Scholarships to be awarded upon recommendation of local 
committees in certain districts, the particular districts to 
be decided upon by the Alumni Office in conference with 
the administration of the college. 

Scholarships are to be for an amount of $600 applicable 
on the tuition account of the student at the rate of $75 
per semester. 

To be eligible for this award candidates should come 
from the upper quarter of their high school class, should 
have demonstrated their interest in extra-curricular ac- 
tivities by participation in the same in their secondary 
school, should be properly recommended for college work 
and eligible for admission under the published requirements 
of the college. Owing to the nature of our enrolment, 
preference will be given to men although awards are open 
to both men and women. ; 

Competitive Scholarships: 

Competitive scholarship examinations will be given May 
4th, open to high school students upon recommendation of 
their high school principal or guidance officer. The exami- 
nations will be held at Bethany, in New York City, Buffalo, 
and Chicago. Scholarship awards will be granted to those 
ranking highest in this examination—15 awards to men 
and 15 awards to women. These scholarships are in the 
amount of $500 and $600 each, applicable on tuition over 
a four-year term. 

Scholarships will be continued so long as the student’s 
work in college is satisfactory but in no case if the stu- 
dent’s record is such as to place him on probation for 
academic or other reasons. 


Point Breeze Inn 

The operation of Point Breeze as an Inn continues to 
justify itself by the service rendered to the college and its 
friends. Last year the inn was operated at a small loss. 
Operations so far this year have shown an income in excess 
of the expenses and from present indications should con- 
tinue to do so. It is doubtful, however, if the operation 
of this property should be continued as a permanent 
business of the college. 


Educational Studies 


Bethany was selected as one of 22 colleges to participate 
in the Co-operative Study of General Education that is 
being sponsored by the American Council on Education. 
This promises to be one of the most significant studies 
undertaken within a score of years. Another study in 
which Bethany is co-operating is the study of vocational 
aptitude testing that is being carried on by the Department 
of Personnel Study at Yale University. These indicate 
something of the high place in which Bethany is held by 


authorities in higher education.

Faculty Strength 


The instructional program is the strongest in Bethany’s 
history—in terms of the academic preparation of the 
faculty, productive research carried on, allocation of teach- 
ing load, and departmental organization. There are over 
thirty full time teachers—including twelve men and 
women who have served the college for over ten years. 
Of this number over a third have earned doctorates; seven 
have studied abroad; about a third have appeared on pro- 
grams of learned and educational organizations within the 
last five years; others have written books or improtant 
brochures, and the total faculty publications in journals 
for this period will total about one hundred. Included in 
the faculty is a group of younger scholars—some of whom 
are with the college for terms of one to three years and 
some of whom we hope to be able to keep with us. 


Buildings and Equipment 


The buildings, properties, and equipment of the college 
are valued at $1,046,000. The increase in property values 
over the last five years is $1,066,000, which represents the 
addition of Point Breeze, the reconstruction and improv- 
ment of other properties, and the purchase of several small 
properties. 


The Library 


The total number of books in the library has increased 
from 21,401 in 1930 to 31,800 as of this date. The pres- 
ent facilities are no longer adequade to accommodate the 
accessions to our library which are now taking place at 
the rate of more than 2,000 a year. 

This valuable collection is housed in a building that is 
not fireproof and when one recalls that the library of the 
college has been destroyed by fire on two previous occa- 
sions, it will be well understood why we are anxious to 
see this collection moved into a modern fire proof building 
at the earliest possible date. 

The use of the library by the present student body con- 
tinues to increase each day. Miss Anna M. Kemp, librarian, 
and her two assistants, Misses Cutlip and Shaver, are ren- 
dering a magnificent service despite the limited facilities 
of the present building. 


Increased Use of The Library 


The value of the library in student life is indicated by 
the fact that a year ago the students of the college voted 
approximately 4 to 1 in favor of a special library fee of 
$5 per student to allow for increased appropriations for the 
purchase of books and equipment. 

An indication of the increased use of the library is found 
in statistics furnished by the librarian. For the year ending 
January 1937, 12,851 reserved books were used in the 
library while last year this number increased to 17,978. 


New Laboratories and Equipment 


When you return to Bethany you will want to see the 
improvements that are being made in the instructional 
equipment of the college. The physics laboratory in the 
new area of the Main College Building is a center of con- 
siderable interest. Bethany’s short wave station is located 
here. Station W8PME is on the air daily. 


Significant additions have been made in other depart- 
ments. Visit the psychology laboratory, the work room for 
Economics and Business Administration, the special library 
for periodicals in chemistry and biology. 


Chapel Program 


Chapel at Bethany is now held twice a week for one 
hour. The longer period has allowed for the enrichment 
of the chapel program. The new pipe organ and the 
Bethany College choir add much to these convocations. 
An interesting program of speakers and students groups is 
planned and directed by a special committee headed by 
Professor Osborne Booth. 


Debt Reduction 


A definite program looking to the amortization of the 
indebtedness of the college is under way. Payments on the 
principal of our obligations are being made each month. 
The trustees have reserved 25% of the monies raised in the 
centennial campaign as undesignated with the idea these 
monies might be used for this purpose when available.

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Bethany College Charter 
AN *ACr 
Chap. 116. Incorporating the trustees of Bethany College. 


PASSED MARCH 2, 1840 
(1) Be it enacted by the general Assembly, That there 
be and is hereby created and established at or near Bethany, 
in the county of Brooke, in this Commonwealth, a semi- 
nary of learning for the instruction of youth in the various 
branches of science and literature, the useful arts, agri- 
culture, and the learned and foreign languages. 


(2) And be it further enacted, that the said seminary 
shall be called and known by the name of “BETHANY 
COLLEGE.” 

(3) And be it further enacted, that Alexander Camp- 
bell, Albert G. Ewing, Samuel Church, Henry Langley, 
James T. McVay, Ro. Y. Henley, Samuel Grafton, William 
Stewart, Josiah Crumbacker, Adamson Bentley, Robert 
Nichols, Campbell Tarr, Matthew McKever, John Andrews, 
Ro. H. Forrester, Thomas Campbell, Robert Richardson 
and John C. Campbell, be and are hereby constituted and 
appointed trustees of said college, who, and their successors 
shall be a body politic and corporate by the name of “THE 
TRUSTEES OF BETHANY COLLEGE,” and shall have 
perpetual succession and a common seal, which seal they 
may alter at pleasure; and by the name aforesaid they and 
their successors shall be capable in law and shall have full 
power and authority to acquire, hold, possess, purchase, 
receive and retain, to them and their successors forever, 
any lands, tenements, rents, goods, chattels, or interests 
of any kind whatsoever, which may be given to them, or 
be by them purchased, for the use of said college; to 
transfer, convey and dispose of the same in any manner 
whatsoever they shall adjudge most useful to the interests 
and legal purposes of the institution; and by the same name 
to sue and implead, and be sued and impleaded, answer 
and be answered in all courts of law and equity; to select 
and employ a treasurer, and such other officers, agents and 
servants as they may see proper; to elect and employ such 
president, professors, instructors, and tutors for the benefit 
of said college, as they may deem necessary; to make, 
ordain, establish and execute, or cause to be executed, all 
such by-laws, rules and ordinances, not inconsistent with 
the constitution and laws of the United States, or of this 
commonwealth, as they may think necessary for the wel- 
fare of said college, the good government of the professors, 
instructors, tutors, agents and students of the same; and 
generally to do all acts necessary and proper to pO 
the welfare and prosperity of said institution. ‘ 


(6.) And be it further enacted, that the said president 
and trustees or any seven of them, shall have full power 
and authority to meet at such times as they shall 
think necessary for the examination of any candidates 
for literary degrees; and they are hereby authorized 
and empowered to confer such degrees on such persons 
as in their opinion shall merit the same, in as ample 
a manner as any other college of this commonwealth can 
do, and under their common seal to grant testimonials there- 
of, signed by the president and seven of the trustees at 


least. The president and seven trustees shall at any time 
form a quorum for business, or in the absence of the 
president, eight trustees, of ‘whom one shall be elected 
president pro tempore. And should there be at any meet- 
ing less than a quorum, they shall have the power of 
adjourning from day to PES or to ee future, day, until 
a quorum shall be had. 


(8.) And be it further enacted, that the said trustees, 
or a quorum of them, shall have power to remove or sus- 
pend the president or any of the professors, instructors or 
tutors, at any time, two-thirds of such quorum concurring 
and also, two-thirds concurring, to remove any of the 
trustees for good cause. And when there shall be a vacancy 
in said board of trustees, occasioned by death, removal, 
resignation or refusal to act, the remaining trustees, or a 
quorum. of them, shall supply the vacancy. It shall also 
be lawful for any three of the trustees, or the president, 
or the professors for the time being, or a majority of them, 
to call a meeting of the trustees whenever they or he, as 
the case may be, shall deem it expedient, by giving at least 
ten days notice of such meeting, in Ae Be prescribed 
in the fifth section of thisact..7 7 


(10.) And be it further enacted, That the said trustees 
and their successors are hereby authorized, so far as their 
funds may warrant, to admit gratuitously, in whole or in 
part, as their respective cases may require, such person 
or persons as they may think proper. 


(11.) And be it further enacted, That the trustees of 
said college shall have power to establish a department of 
agriculture in said college; Provided nevertheless, That no 
pupil or student in the college aforesaid shall be required 
to study or labour in said department, in any manner con- 
trary to the wishes of the person or persons at whose charge, 
and by whom such pupil or student has been. placed in the 
institution aforesaid. 


(12.) And be it further enacted, That there shall be 
annual stated meetings of the said board of trustees, to be 
held such time as the said trustees shall at their first meeting 
under the authority of this act appoint; but they shall have 
power at any subsequent meeting to alter such day as to 


them shall seem expedient, and so on from time. toe time, —- 


It shall be the duty of the said board of trustees, when 
thereto required, to make a report of the general condition 
of the college to the president and directors of the literary 


fund, to es by eee communicated to the general 
assembly, *.“<" 5" = 
(14.) And be it further enacted, That nothing herein 


contained shall be so construed as at any time to authorize 
the establishment of a theological professorship in the said 
college. 


(15) This act shall be in force from the passing thereof.

1839-40.
